Several  stars 
are  visible  beneath  ‘Connec’  with  other  light  traces  identifying  the  undercoin.  Strong 
Very  Fine. 

26.  New  York  (Nova  Eborac)  1787  with  reverse  figure  seated  left.  Reverse  letters  generally 
weakly  struck  as  is  the  date,  with  three  deep  old  scratches  thru  the  figure,  obverse 
much  nicer  showing  a  slight  edge  bang  at  7  o’clock.  Surprisingly  nice  even  with  all 
this. 


27.  New  Jersey  Cent  1787,  M-34J,  struck  over  a  Connecticut  Cent.  Obverse  legend  reads 

‘NDE  CAESAREA’  with  hand  and  branch  protruding  from  the  back  of  the  horses 
neck.  Reverse  legend  reads  ‘AUCTURIBUS  UONUM’.  Old  gouge  in  shield,  else  better 
than  Very  Fine.  Most  unusual. 

28.  New  Jersey  Cent,  M-56n,  struck  over  Machin  Mills  1775.  Obverse  legend  reads  ‘1  NOVA 

CREA  S’,  reverse  shows  date,  1775,  above  shield.  Another  very  interesting  piece,  Fine 
condition. 

29.  Vermont  1785,  ‘Vermonts’  type,  Ryder  4.  Struck  on  such  a  poor  planchet  that  shape  is 

irregular  with  a  deep  obverse  flaw,  etc.  Use  of  such  poor  planchets  is  not  unknown 
for  these,  but  this  is  about  the  worst  we  have  ever  seen! 

30.  Vermont  1787,  R-12,  struck  over  a  Nova  Constellatio.  Reverse  shows  the  eye  at  center, 

with  script  ‘US’  mostly  visible  over  the  portrait.  Another  unusual  piece,  just  about  Very 
Fine. 

31.  George  Washington  1783  ‘Unity  Cent’  typical  Very  Fine  with  a  few  light  old  flaws. 


32.  Washington  Cent  1791,  lettered  edge,  small  eagle.  Nice  chocolate  brown  coin  which 
falls  just  a  hair  short  of  Extra  Fine. 
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Fugio  Cent  1787,  K-11B,  sharply  struck,  many  die  clashes  show  as  well  as  a  couple  of 
other  die  flaws.

40.  1795  With  pole,  C-2a,  Very  Good,  planchet  shows  several  light  wavy  cracks  across  the 

obverse  due,  no  doubt,  to  flaws  in  the  alloy.  ‘Half  only  partial. 


41.  1795  Extra  Fine  with  a  mint-made  flaw  on  the  edge  at  7  o’clock,  and  a  tiny
